JACKSONVILLE,  Fla.  (UPD  — 
Fifteen  hundred  -screaming,  rock- 
throwing  negro  youths  battled 
police,  set  fire  to  a car  and  beat 
a ne\^sman  Tuesday  in  continu- 
ation of  a bloody  but  seemingly- 
pointless  uprising. 

THE  VIOLENCE  appeared  to 
be  leaderless  mob  actions,  rather 
than  acts  in  support  of  any  spe- 
cific integration  demands. 

A negro  woman  was  myster- 
iously shot  to  death,  a white  man 
was  tied  to  a tree  and  tortured 
with  razor  slashes  and  at  least 
three  other  whites  injured  by 
sniper  fire  when  the  violence 
first  erupted  Monday  night 


arrested  Monday 


NEARLY  200  persons  have  been 
arrested  in  the  violence.  Police 
took  45  juveniles  and  6 adults 
into  custody  Tuesday,  and  127 


persons  were 
night. 

Police  sealed  off  the  Negro  sec- 
tion during  the  night  but  violence 
flared  again  this  morning  outside 
New  Stanton  High  School  when 
the  building  was  emptied  because 
of  a bomb  scare. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  violence 
triggered  still  other  acts  of  van- 
dalism and  incidents  were  re- 
ported throughout  the  city  dur- 
ing the  day.  A truck  line  reported 
its  vehicles  were  struck  by  rocks 
throvvn  by  young  Negroes,  and 
police  said  three  Negro  girls 
hurled  bricks  and  stones  at  pass- 
ing cars  from  an  expressway 
bridge. 

The  flow  of  traffic  into  the  city 
was  interrupted  by  a detour 
which  police  set  up  on  the  ex- 


pressway  to  route  motorists 
around  the  Negro  district. 

IVIANY  WHITES  phoned  police 
headquarters  to'  ask  whether  it 
was  safe  to  venture  into  the  city. 
They  were  given  qualified  ans- 
wers. 

The  worst  outburst  of  the  day 
came  at  New  Stanton  High  fol- 
lowing an  anonymous  call  that  a 
bomb  had  been  planted  in  the 
school.

Paris,  Nice,  Grenoble,  Lyon  and 
Lillie.

Rocket  Failure 
Foils  Attempt 
Of  Space  Craft 

CAPE  KENNEDY  (UPD— Roc- 
ket failure  Tuesday  foiled  a sec- 
ond Air  Force  attempt  to  fire  a 
space  glider  into  the  sky  and 
retrieve  it  after  a 12,000  mile 
per  hour  glide  back  to  earth. 

THE  DELTA-WINGED  space- 
craft climbed  to  a 33-mile  altitude 
perched  atop  a two-stage  Thor- 
Delta  rocket,  but  nosed  over  and 
tumbled  into  the  Atlantic  when 
tl;e  booster’s  upper  stage  mis- 
fired. 

An  Air  Force  spokesman  said 
the  1,176-pound  glider,  designed 
to  pave  the  way  for  manned 
spaceships  that  will  be  able  to 
maneuver  toward  a landing  field 
on  their  return  to  earth,  "prob- 
ably sank  like  a spear”  in  an  area 
500  miles  southeast  of  here  and 
1,600  miles  short  of  ships  and 
planes  that  were  to  recover  it. 

IT  WAS  THE  second  straight 
failure  for  the  Delta  rocket  that 
had  run  up  an  unprecedented 
string  of  22  straight  successes  be- 
fore it  failed  last  Thursday  to 
orbit  a space  agency  satellite. 

In  Texas  Tuesday,  bad  weather 
forced  the  space  agency  to  post- 
pone an  attempt  to  fly  a dummy 
space  capsule  back  to  earth  at- 
tached to  a “parasail”  designed 
to  give  astronauts  a safe  landing

Include  Athletics  In  Platforms 


Another  eenie,  meenie,  miney,  moe,  take-your- 
choice  situation  is  coming  quickly  upon  us.  Pm  think- 
ing of  course  of  the  studentbody  elections.  Here  is  an 
area  that  deserves  some  sincere  thought  by  the  general 
studentbody. 


One  area  that  they  have  a lot  of  control  over  is 
the  athletic  program.  The  athletic  program  is,  by  de- 
finition of  the  administration,  a student  function. 
Much  influence  can  be  wielded  by  our  elected  offices 
in  this  area. 


An  effective  platfoimi  for  studentbody  president 
should  include  the  following  two  spearheads.  First,  there 
is  no  reason  that  students  must  stand  in  line  for  hours 
on  end  in  order  to  gain  admittance  to  an  important  ball 
game;  that  tijey  must  stand  there  because  they  know 
that  good  student  seats  are  filled  early.  A good  student- 
body  platfoi*m  should  keep  these  studentbody  members 
in  mind. 


Minority  Groups  Important  Too 


Second,  the  candidates  with  the  students  really 
topmost  in  his  campaign  should  remember  the  minor- 
ity groups  as  well  as  the  majority  groups.  They  should 
remember  first-rate  teams  on  campus  which  are  now 
supported  by  clubs.  They  should  question  the  absence  of 
an  official  volleyball  team,  when  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  engaged  in  a program  to 
raise  the  volleyball  standard  of  the  nation.  And  especial- 
ly when  a club  supported  team  stands  a good  chance  of 
placing  high  in  the  approaching  NCAA  competition. 


I’m  not  trying  to  be  biased  for  sports,  although 
I admit  I am.  I want  to  point  out  that  there  are  other 
qualifications  to  look  for  in  the  candidates’  platforms 
which  ^e  equally  important  and  must  not  be  neglect- 
ed. It  is  important  to  note,  however,  that  athletics, 
left  out  of  many  past  campaigns,  has  a real  place  in 
all  of  them. 


It  has  a real  place  because,  as  I have  tried  to  point 
out,  of  the  number  of  students  involved.  It  must  be  the 
duty  of  the  students  to  let  the  candidates  know  what 
they  want,  for  it  is  by  this  method,  only,  that  they  can 
serve  the  students  effectively  in  matters  of  athletics 
as  well  as  other  areas. 


Don’t  Stop  At  Ballot  Box 


Once  the  students  have  cast  their  votes  and  elected 
their  favorite,  their  work  has  only  begun,  however. 
Then  begins  the  job  of  checking  up,  and  making  sure 
that  the  officers  chosen  live  up  to  their  promises. 


Occasionally  there  will  be  roadblocks  which  are 
unforseen  at  the  time  of  election,  but  the  studentbody 
must  demand  only  the  best  effoi*ts  to  keep  those  pro- 
mises. After  the  officers  are  elected  citizens  of  the  uni- 
versity community  must  continue  to  let  their  represent- 
atives know  their  needs  and  wishes.  Only  by  voting  for 
our  favorite  candidate,  and  then  working  with  him  can 
we  as  joint  citizens  make  this  our  university.

Cassius  Defeats  WBA; 
Holds  Crown  By  TKO 


NEW  YORK,  (UPI)  — Ca.ssius|on  in  Washington  concerning 


Clay  kept  his  heavyweight  title- 
for  the  time  being,  anyway — by  a 
technical  knockout  over  the 
World  Boxing  Association 
(WBA). 

THE  WBA’s  THREAT  to  lift 
the  boxing  crown  from  the  brow 
of  gabby  Cassius  for  “conduct 
detrimental  to  boxing”  was  of- 
ficially shelved  by  WBA  Presi- 
dent Ed  Lassman  “until  after 
the  senate  hearings”  now  going 


Cat  Racketmen 
Perform  Well 
On  Cal  Courts 


Coach  Wayne  Pearce  and 
members  of  BYU’s  tennis  team 
saw  a ray  of  hope  on  the  horizon 
last  week,  but  they  had  to  tra- 
vel all  the  way  to  California  to 
do  it. 

BYU’S  NET  squad  returned  to 
Provo  this  week  from  Northern 
California  where  they  competed 
against  four  Bay  Area  teams  in 
pre-season  matches. 

Despite  the  handicap  of  not 
having  played  any  outdoor  mat- 
ches prior  to  the  trip,  the  Cou- 
gars posted  a 2-1-1  record  on  the 
trip  against  formidable  opposi- 
tion. 

IN  THE  matches  with  Califor- 
nia, they  came  within  match 
point  of  upsetting  the  Bears,  but 
finally  dropped  a 4-5  decision  at 
Berkeley.  They  notched  their 
first  win  of  the  season  at  San 
Jose,  edging  the  Spartans,  5-4, 

Foothill  Junior  College  was 
blanked  8-0,  and  the  Cougars 
finished  out  the  trip  with  a 4-4 
score  against  Stanford.  The  mat- 
ches at  Palo  Alto  were  called  be- 
cause of  rain. 

“ACTUALLY,  I believe  we 
could  have  beaten  California,  had 
we  played  them  later  in  the 
trip,”  noted  Pearce.  “As  it  turned 
out,  we  just  weren’t  physically 
ready  for  them.” 

Pearce  said  he  was  really 
pleased  with  the  way  the  team 
responded  against  the  California 
schools. 

BYU  was  scheduled  to  meet 
Denver  University  in  Provo  this 
week,  but  the  matches  were  can- 
celled because  of  foul  weather. 

The  Cougars  will  not  get  another 
taste  of  action  until  April  4, 
when  they  meet  Utah  in  Salt  I and 


\ ' Lake  City. 


Clay’s  contract  for  last  month’s 
fight  against  Sonny  Liston. 

The  announcement,  made  in 
Miami  Beach,  was,  of  course, 
greeted  with  joy  by  Muhammed 
All,  as  Clay  a member  of  the 
Black  Muslims,  now  calls  him- 
self.

Yesterday 
the  New  York  State  Athletic 
Commission,  the  only  state  which 
does  not  belong  to  the  WBA,  said 
It  would  continue  to  recognize 
him  as  champ. 

In  Miami  Beach,  Lassman,  who 
'^aid  Sunday  he  expected  the 
WBA  would  take  Clay's  cham- 
pionship away  from  him  some- 
time this  week,  said  today  he  is 
“recommending  discontinuance  of 
any  sort  of  title  withdrawal.” 

LASSMAN  SAID  he  feels  that, 
in  view  of  the  senate  hearing  on 
the  heavyweight  situation  which 
opened  today  in  Washington,  “it 
is  my  feeling,  which  I am  certain 
my  colleagues  will  sup'port,  that 
all  consideration  of  recognition  be 
reserved  until  the  committee  has 
iiad  an  opportunity  to  explore 
the  many  ramifications.” 

The  WBA  president,  who  said 
Sunday  that  many  felt  Clay  was 
“setting  a poor  example  for  the 
youth  of  the  country,”  said  now 
he  is  “confident  that  Mr.  Clay 
has  become  aware  of  his  role  as 
a symbol  of  boxing,  and  that  he 
will  comport  himself  in  the  true 
spirit  of  the  world  champion 
whom  all  the  universe  may  be 
able  to  honor  and  respect. 

LASSMAN  insisted  that  “the 
matter  of  Mr.  Clay’s  religious 
dedication  at  no  time  entered  into 
consideration;  a man’s  religion  is 
a personal  right." 

At  New  Orleans,  another  WBA 
official,  Emile  Bruneau — who  on 
Sunday  said  he  expected  Clay’s 
title  to  be  lifted  “within  24  hours' 
said  he  feels  the  organization 
would  not  be  justified  to  taking 
that  action. 

BRUNEAU,  chairman  of  the 
WBA’s  championship  committee, 
said  so  far  he  has  polled  five  of 
the  seven  other  committee  mem- 
bers on  the  matter  of  Clay’s  title 
would  report  to  Lassman
